It has been estim ated th at if the 
legislature had made no appropria­ 
tions of any nature and there had 
been no taxes levied, except ttrat for 
the common school 
fund 
income, 
there would have been a balance of 
$1,081,622, in the state 
treasury, 
July I, 1909. 
But the legislature 
has appropriated $760,000 for the 
standing or fixed needs of the state 
and has appropriated $3,917,545 for 
special 
purposes 
thus 
leaving 
a 
deficit 
of 
$3,435,923, 
or 
m aking 
it 
absolutely 
necessary 
to 
levy 
all the taxes 
that 
have 
been 
au­ 
thorized by the legislature for spe- 
1 cific purposes. 
These include the 
taxes 
for 
the 
university, 
normal 
schools, free high schools, graded 
schools, and interest on trust fund 
am ounting iii all to $2,560,140 for 
educational purposes. 
A state tax 
is also authorized for the new' capitol Stout, 
am ounting to $900,000 for the two 
year period, or $45u,000 a year. 
If these taxes are levied the state 
will have a credit of $24,217. 
For several years all state taxes 
have been rem itted. 
This was made 
possible by the increased taxes on 
railroads and corporations which was 
sufficient until this year to meet all 
the growing needs of the state, in­ 
cluding even the erection of a newr 
! capitol building.

Of the -tem porary appropriations 
I the largest item is $1,063,000 for 
m aintenance of the state's charitable 
j penal and reform atory institutions. 


I The legislature 
also 
appropriated 
$474,800 for repairs and improve­ 
ments in these institutions, and ap­ 
propriated an additional $52,000 to 
meet a deficiency in the appropria­ 
tions for past m aintenance, making 
a total appropriation of $1,589,800 
for state institutions. 
There was appropriated $800,000 
for new buildings at the state uni­ 
versity, but $4 00,000 of this does 
not become available until after July 
I, 1909, or after the next session 
of the legirlature. 
The normal schools have received 
appropriations aggregating $365,000. 
Of this am ount $95,000 was appro­ 
priated for additions and improve­ 
ments at River Falls, Oshkosh and 
Superior normal schools, and' $210,- 
000 for building and equipping a new 
normal school at La Crosse, while 
$60,000 was added to the appropria­ 
tion for the new- site and building at 
Milwaukee. 
The 
university 
appropriation 
is 
somewhat smaller than it was two 
years ago by far the larger increase 
this year 
going 
to 
the 
normal 
schools. 
Friends of the adm inistra­ 
tion argue th at no one can criticise 
these appropriations and the appro­ 
priations for the charitable and pen­ 
al institutions have long confronted 
the state as a necessity.
